The span on the Buxton end is a covered span 412 
feet long and has a clear width of 18 feet. The Day- 


ton end is a short and covered span about 30 feet ie

The, Buxton abutment is an un-cemented wall in 

bad condition, having bulged out six or eight inches 
and otherwise shown signs of weakness. The pier 
Which stands just at the water’s edge on the Dayton 
side and carries one end of each span, is in bad eon-. 
dition, being built of very poor un-cemented wall 
and is now showing evident signs of weakness. pty 

a fairly good condition and shows no signs of sag or 
other movement; but the design is such that certain 
members are strained by the weight of the bridge it- 
self, fully up to the limit of What sound timber should 
be strained; and any moving load on the bridge cau- 
ses an overstrain which, if there are any slight de-

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fects in the timber Basel cause serious eae at any 
time. | 

Care should be taken that no  iebtb oe or pion 
fast driving is allowed on the bridge, and that only 
one loaded team be allow ed on the bridge at the same 
time. 
Tf the masonry were in good pan niiait the 
wooden structure could be strengthened and made to 
last many years but as it now stands I consider the 
whole structure in a very unsafe condition. 

The bridge is at a height of about 30 feet above 
the water which at this point is deep and very rapid. 

The shores are of solid ledge and high banks 
which give an. ideal condition for a conerete aely if 
a new structure should be considered. 


Salmon Falls Bridge 


This is a steel lattice built by the Boston Bridge 
Works in 1885, Its length is 122 feet. Clear width 
18 feet. 0 : 
The masonary for this bridge is of excellent 
quality as far-as can be-seen. The superstructure 
has apparently been kept fairly: well painted and is 
practically as good today as when built. A. few 
places have begun to rust a little, but with proper at- 
tention given to painting there is no reason why this 
bridge should ‘not last a good many years for ordinary 
highway traffic. Its working capacity I find: to be 
75 pounds per square foot of roadway, or a eo nner 
ie load of six tons on four wheels. 


“West Buxton Bridge | 


’ The longer span of the Buxton part of this bridge 
isa steel lattice truss built: by the Boston Bridge 
Works in 1894. 

This span has been badly neglected as regards 
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painting and has lost a large part of its original 
strength, probably a fourth, and possibly more, on 
eeu of rust which is fast eating away the metal. 

If this structure is not thoroughly cleaned and 


en kept well painted it will be unsafe Within a 


very few years. The bridge should be thoroughly 


uncovered and ponent cleaned of all rust and scale 
and then be kept well painted. Some of the lighter — 


members that have rusted the worst should be re- 


newed. The main thing to be done on this span Is to ; 


thoroughly serape and clean all parts before apply- 
ing the paint. If this is not done the rust which has 
already gotten such a start will continue to eat away 


the metal and.soon destroy it entirely. The bridge is — 


not in immediate danger but is fast appr oaching the 


point where it will be. If it is taken very soon and. 
properly cared for it can be made to carry ordinary | 


highway traffic of 60 pounds pér square foot of road- 
way, or six ton-loads for quite a number of years. 

\ The short span of this same bridge is a riveted 
pony span 67 feet in length, built by the American 
Bridge Company in 1907.

bridge has years of service yet if properly cared for, 
It has. not depreciated from rust as much as many 


bridges not as old. ‘There are some places especially 
on the under part, that need cleaning and painting. 


The end posts and bearings should be cleaned and 


painted and kept free from the collection of dirt and 


moisture. The telephone poles attached to the 
structure should be entirely removed, for in case of 
high winds these cause strains in those very parts of 


the bridge which are weak in. design, namely the | 
lateral and sway bracing, in fact there is no sway 
bracing in the bridge to take the strains that would ; 


be caused by these poles, and for this reason the pole 


should not be allowed there. And besides this, they 


are-in such a position as to prevent painting and also 


they tend to prevent the natural expansion from heat 


and thus cause extra strains in certain members. 


The floor joists are of southern pine and of 


oe Wee 7, 
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ample strength for ordinary traffic so long as they 
are kept in a practically sound condition. The floor- 
beams are good for single loads of five tons on four 
wheels but should not be, subjected to more than 
that amount. With some re-inforcement to the 
floorbeams and a few other smaller members and de- 
tails this span could be made to carry safely single 
loads of ten or twelve tons. But without any additions, 
if well cared for and prevented from rust it will last 
a number of years for ordinary traffic of five ton 
loads or a uniform load of 50 pounds pen Square foot 
of roadw ay. 

The masonary under all spans of this bridge is 
in fairly good condition, with the possible exception 
of the abutment on the Buxton end which will need 
to be watched to be sure that no movement occurs 
which indicates weakeness. 

The weakest points in this bridge are the wooden 
joists in the span on the Buxton end; and the down 
river truss in the 32 foot span. 

The foregoing, taken in connection with my let- 
ter of Dec. 4 relative to the Union Falls bridge com- 
pletes my report on the four bridges examined by 
your request the latter part of last month.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citi-

In accordance with law and custom this report 


is prepared for your inspection. 


The schools have been continued along ey 
similar to those followed in preceding years, there 
having been made only a few changes in the eurri- 
culum.

A live or- 
ganism is a growing one. A progressive school sys- 
tem is. constantly changing but the introduction of 
the new is an outgrowth of the old. It is discarding 
those educational elements that are undesirable and 
replacing by those that more nearly meet the condi- 
tions required. 


New School Laws. 


Among the several school laws revised and 
enacted at the last session of the Maine Legislature, 
I wish to eall your attention to the one relating to 
truaney. The following is quoted: “If a child with- 
out sufficient excuse shall be habitually and wilfully 
absent from school or shall fail without such excuse 
to attend school for five:day sessions or for ten half- 
day sessions within any period of six months, he 
‘shall be deemed an habitual truant, and the superin- 
tending school committee shall notify him and any 
person under whose control he may be that unless 
he conforms to section forty-nine, the provision of 
the two following sections will be enforced against 
them, and if thereafter such child continues irregu- 
lar in attendance, the truant officers or any of them 
shall, when so directed by the school committee or 
superintendent in writing, enforce said provisions by 
complaint.” — : 

Other sections preceding the one quoted state 
the ages under which compulsory school attendance 
is required and the two following outline the pen- 
alties for truancy and aiding such truancy on the 
part of parents or others. 

While we have a limited number of cases which 
might | be considered truancy, yet the matter should 
be thoroughly understood and if necessity arises this 
matter will be handled as the law requires, My ex- 
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perience has led me to the belief that a large major-_ 
ity of absences from school are a result of thought- 
lJessness on the part of parents and a failure to real- 
ize the importance of regular attendance in keeping 
up with the work or to establish habits of punctual- 
ity among pupils. I feel that no parent in town has 
a desire to keep children from school to the extent of 
being held responsible forswilful disobeyance of 
school laws. 

I do feel however that there are instances where 
some parents are easily influenced by children to 
allow them to remain from school for very trifling 
excuses. We invite the earnest co-operation of all in 
assisting to overcome the matter of absence, _ : 


School Houses. 


The attached report of the Superintending 
School Committee shows the repairs in detail. The 
Town is to be congratulated upon the very general 
satisfactory condition of the school houses. o. 

The sheds in some of them should receive at- 
tention, especially the sanitary arrangements, About 
the best solution of this matter is to have the sheds — 
connected with the rooms, arrangement similar’ to 
the one at Bog Mill school. If an appropriation could 
be made to remedy conditions in one or two a year, 
it would take only a short time to have the conditions 
very satisfactory, Undoubtedly the children should 
be provided with much better surroundings while 
attending those schools which have these noticeable 
defects. 

From observation I note that the room ee, for. 
school seating in building at West Buxton is poorly 
lighted. We realize that this building was erected 
before the matter of proper light was regarded as a 
necessity but this is no excuse for continuing under a 
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condition that is a menace to the eyesight of pupils 
attending that school. 

With a small appropr ialion more windows can 
be inserted and a decided improvement made. 

The two new buildings one of which is occupied 
for the first time this year are appreciated by the 
people of the town as well as by the pupils w ho are 
privileged to attend school there. 

These buildings are well lighted, well ventilated 
and quite well heated. There has bone some dissat- 
isfaction with the heating system in the one at Bar 
Mills and with the method of installing the steam 
pipes it is not infrequent. that slight changes have 
to be made in order,to obtain satisfactory circulation. 
The heating system at the High School shows much 
more satisfactory results although the plans were 
similar to those at Bar Mills, the single pipe system, 
SO ealled, being used in each case. 


High School. 


As the Principal of the High School has made a 
report, it will not be necessary for me_ to uvline 
more than a general one. 

Buxton is to be congratulated, upon its excellent 
High School. We are very fortunate to retain such 
teachers as are now employed. Through the system 
of reports to the State Educational Department and 
the annual State inspection we find that Buxton 
High stands well and it remains for the people of the 
town to keep it at the high standard now attained. 

On account of the increasing number of pupils 
and the increasing demands from the public for in- 
struction in essential subjects, it will be necessary to 
provide a third teacher to the force for the whole 

It has been our purpose to supply text books and 


‘Soon time. 
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apparatus to meet the requirements of ‘the school, 
but on account of the ifcrease in pupils this' year, it 
has been thought best not to do more than keep. good 
the texts in use, however we should bear in’ ‘mind 
that up- to- date texts are essential, | ! Been 


Teachers. 


One serious fault with rural schools is the Vand 
that teachers do not eare to continue in’same schools 
for any length of time.

During the fall term two others rbsiisAbl to ae 
cept more lucrative positions in Westbrook. We wish 
teachers to obtain salaries that are satisfactory to 
them, but with so many changes the efficiency of any 
school system is impaired. This does not imply that 
we do not secure good teachers to réplace those who 
go but on general prineiples a.teacher may be ever so 
good, yet her work cannot produce the best results 
until after getting acquainted with pupils, parents 
and conditions, Until the question’ of salaries: is 
seftled with the result that higher salaries are es- 
tablished, we shall have these experiences repeated 
constantly. The teachers have shown a desire to 
work for the interests of the schools. They are to be 
recommended for their faithfulness and earnestness 
to make their work and influence helpfal. to the sec- 
tions in w hich they are engaged. | | 


Text Rooks, 

- No changes have been made in text books | as 
those in usé are, except in a few instances, well suit- 
ed to the needs. of the schools. | 

A question is raised regarding the use ‘ofa few 
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books in our list and; when we consider that. they 
must be used in schools of so many, grades, it is im- 
possible to give the time. to elasses using such books 
as is needed to produce results that compare at all 
favorably with schools having less, classes and .con- 
sequently longer times. for recitations... It seems es- 
sential that in the. selection of text books, we. should 
take into account the fact that teachers are limited in 
time to devote to bringing out the material, in the 
lesson in shape of development and much depends 
upon the individual pupil in the preparation of the 
lesson. Text books that are written in) such manner 
that pupils can readily get the substance from, them 
are to be chosen instead of those that are ‘difficult, 
not easily understood or perhaps written above, the 
mind of the pupil who is to use them.

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whether in school or outside, were invited to enter 


exhibits of whatever pertained to their own efforts 
such as manual training work, cooking, painting, 
drawing, agricultural products, or anything what- 
ever that was produced by their own work. It gave 
opportunity for a much larger exhibit than is pos- 
sible to be provided by the schools. The exhibits it 
seems are confined to the school children or were 
very largely last year, not that the invitation to those 
outside was withdrawn but from natural  conse- 
quences they did not wish to make entries. 
It has been deemed best by a committee of

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF BUXTON HIGH 
SCHOOL FOR 1913 AND 1914. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Com- 
mittee and the Citizens of Buxton :— 


I submit herewith a report on the present condi- 
tion ef Buxton High School and its progress during 
the past year, together with a brief dise ussion “of its 
needs and activities. 

In general I am able to report that in my opinion 
the school has progressed since last year and its con- 
dition is much better in many ways. The general at- 
mosphere of the school is good and teachers and 
students are working together in complete harmony. 
I may say that never since my connection with the 
school have we had a student body more earnest in 
purpose and orderly and obedient in conduct. The 
routine work is being kept up to the standard and 
such other éxeércises are being introduced as are 
thought desirable in order to supplement the regu- 
lar work and afford yer nat enjoy ment to ee 
‘pops: |: 
| Much of our increased svaaperitt this year 1s 
due to the excellent building in which we are quar- 
tered. I believe the general public does not fully 
realize the increase in efficiency which a , comfort- 
able, commodious, ‘sanitary, modern, w ell ‘equipped 
building can bring to a school. The students take 
pride in it and as a rule are careful in its use regard- 
ing it not as a possession but as something in trast to 
hand on in good condition to others. Hi 

~The attendance so far this year has been good. 
Our total registration at the beginning of the fall 
term was forty-seven. Of these two were compelled 
to drop out for a time on account of ill health; one 
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a cae 


other has removed from town and we were very un- 
fortunate in losing one member of our first year 
class by death. During the long fall term of fourteen 
weeks there were twenty-three not absent or tardy, 
and the average attendance was about forty-four. 
Our course in agriculture has been made to take 
the place of first year science for those preferring it. 


During the fall term we took up the study of soils 


and fertilizers; we are now taking up the study of 
animal husbandry and plan work in.the subject of 
farm crops for the spring term.

‘As last year we have two debating and literary 
- societies and the meetings have been enjoyable and 
beneficial to all concerned. There have been three 
joint debates between the two societies, the last one 
being public and held in the town hall. Such con- 
tests as these are highly practical and furnish splen- 
did training in public speaking. | 7 
“We are also trying to encourage atheletic games 
and contests to such an extent as is practical and 
desirable for’ a school of this size. Our baseball 
manager is arranging a schedule of games for the 
spring term with several of the neighboring high 
schools and the presence and support of the public is 
requested at such of the games as may be played in 
Buxton. Friendly and élean atheletic contests of 
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this kind pi not detract coon in. the regular, wiht ae 
rather add to it through. the -resoluting increase in 
school spirit enthusiasm.

The time of begining school has been 
changed this year from 9.00 to 8.380 A. M. and the time 
of closing from 4.00 to 3.30 P. M. .This change has, 
I believe, found favor with, all and especially ae 
those shudents who travel long distances to their 
homes after school. The plan is now being followed 
of having preliminary examinations in all subjects 
at the. close of each month and issuing monthly. rank 
reports based on these examinations and on the daily 
class work. As in former years all work missed 
through absence from school is required, to be made 
up. outside of, school. hours. While,no reduction 
in rank is made for absences, an additional five ‘pee.

absent or tardy during a term. This. does no. in- 
justice to those who are compelled to be absent and at 
the. sanie time, encourages ceil attendance and 
punctuality, :
